Councilmen also called an 
election for April 11 for a vote on 
the recently adopted general plan 
after petitions containing 869 
valid signatures, or about 19 per 
cent of the registered voters, were 
filed by opponents of the plan. 

Mayor Henry Wedaa announced 
an agreement with the developer 
for opening the fences on 
Lombardy Lane nurtheast of the 
Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
Fairmont intersection through a 
model home complex. Some 
residents of the new tract were 
forced to go a long distance to get 
out of the tract because of the 
fence put up by Lan-Ron 
Company, the developer, to 
restrict access to the models. The 
gate will be closed only on 
weekends.

Portrait Proofs -- one of the first 
things ever devised to self-destruct! 

Here are a tew things to remember 
when you receive yours. 

Proofs are not finished prints - they 
are rough contact prints made on a 
special type of sensitized paper. 

Proofs from a black and white 
negative are reddish brown and will 
turn a little darker with every 
exposure to light. Be sure to keep 
them out of the sunshine. And don’t 
spread them out on the table for Mom 
to see two or three hours later. 

If they do turn dark, don’t panic. If 
you know the letter on the one you 
want, that is all we need. We can easily 
make new ones from the original 
negatives.

PHOTOGRAPHS 


Proofs from color negatives are also 
rough prints. They are in color and 
will not turn dark when exposed to 
light. They must be returned to the 
studio when you moke your order. 

Take care not to lose them because 
they are not so easily replaced and you 

will be charged for them. 

Choose the proof you like best on 
the basis of POSE and EXPRESSION 

°*Shadows under the eyes, blemishes, 
etc., are routinely removed on the 
negative itself by retouching. Hair can 
be smoothed and eyelashes accented 
on black and white negatives only. 

Spotting or print retouching is done 
on the finished print. We remove white 
spots, soften hi-lites and smooth hair 
by hand using a small brush. 

A good retoucher and someone with 
a steady hand on the spotting brush 
are essential in creating fine quality 
portraits.
